There is found among every people 
“what is called a Mythology, (from 
Greek Muthos, a fable, and logos, 
word or discourse) under which 
name may be classed all legends and 
traditions; also, the fairy tales to 
which the children so love to listen. 

Much of the religion of today is 
pure mythology. Yet this word im- 
plies no disparagement. “A my thol- 
ogy is simply the poetical form of 
an idea and takes its character from 
the nature of the idea it represents. 
Pagan or Aryan mythology is, on 
this account very different from the 
Christian, and a mythology that 
has the principle of universal love 
as its basis may well be called both 
innocent and beautifal.”

feasts they ate and foes they slew;

Then there are the legends that 
people the air with the spirits of the 
dead, with sheeted ghosts, thirsty 
vampires, blood suckers, witches and 
the like. They tell of strange powers 
for good or for evil possessed by 
living or by lifeless things,- of men 
changed into bears or wolves, of 
maidens changed into swans; of the 
spirit waters of life and rivers of 
death and forgetfulness. 

Among the great outgrowth of 
Myth, are the grand Epics, or poems 
about hero-deeds: in Greece, the 
Iliad and the Odyssey. In Norseland 
the tales of the Volsungs. Much 
that has been considered unworthy 
or meaningless in former ages, has 
in our day been looked at with care 
and found to be full of history or 
full of deep meaning. It took much 
labor to get at this meaning because 
the older form had become overlaid. 
The gods of early myths being the 
heroes of mock history and these 
again the giants and knights of the 
folk-lore or fireside tales. 

The oldest myths are in the Vedas 
and the Sanskrit. Some Greek 
words, obsolete, were compared 
with the sanskrit form and the 
meaning became clear. 

As tor example in Greek legend 
Athini is said to be the daughter of 
Zeus, having sprung from his fore- 
head. The Greek Zeus (Zoos) is 
found to be the Sanskrit Dyaus 
Pitar, (or Heaven Father) and so 
we know that something about the 
sky is meant. The Greek Athins is 
probably the Sanskrit Ahana which 
Means the dawn. So the Greek 
myth means that the dawn springs 
from the forehead of the sky, or 
sky god: or as we say, rises out of 
the east, To the Aryans this meant 
much for they believed all things 
which moved had a living soul: The 
sun, moon, stars, the fleet footed

During his 
reign the captive Jews were freed 
from their thraldom at Babylon and 
returned to Palestine. 

At the Mohammedan conquest, 
the old Zoroastrian faith gave place 
but still it may be said that their 
God is the Living Light. (See the 
Koran, 2d Sura.) 

A few thousand Parsis still survive 
about Bombay. Their noble faith is 
still blessed. Their creed is of the 
simplest kind. It is to fear God, to 
live a life of pure thought, pure 
words, pure deeds, and to die in the 
the hope of a world to come. 

It is the creed of those who have 
lived nearest to God in spirit and 
served Him faithfully in every age, 
and wherever they dwell who accept 
and practice it, they bear witness 
to that which makes them children 
of God and brethren of the prophets, 
among whom Zoroaster was by no 
means the least. 

Man’s idea of the scheme of na- 
ture has been a very slow growth; 
but the constancy of the order is 
now the prominent idea with most 
thoughtful persons. We see that 
changing events demand a cause and 
light or life and darkness or matter 
are the constant fundamental condi- 
tions. Light within as the Ego, and 
darkness, more or less modified, with- 
out. Light embracing the life, love, 
knowledge and internal power or 
spirit which is evinced in conscious- 
ness; while darkness is the Atomic 
substance of matter, which is condi- 
tioned in various keys or octaves of 
matter, being the objective reality 
behind the appearances of “nature.”

“The National Spiritualist Associ- 
ation has made me its champion in 
wan Controversies; —wiievirer by tongue 
sa . The result is that I have 
fad first and last over two hundred 
debates. My Spiritualism is of the 
religious kind. I have no sympathy 
with that kind of stuff calling it- 
self Spiritualism, which lives by de- 
nouncing other denominations, Liv- 
ing on the faults of others is indeed 


poor diet. 

“As for the Bible, it is not a book, 
but a literature—it is a combination 
of sixty-six different tracts, written 
by some forty-five or more different 
authors, in different ages and 
nations of the world. The Catholic 
Bible has fourteen more books than 
ours. Some of them are quite as 
zood as some of ours. I do not be- 
lieve God created any nation to 
abandon it. All the great nations 
and all the ages have had their 
Bibles, and their teachers adapted 
to the times. I claim that no Bible 
is or ever can be inspired—that God 
cannot inspire a book. He can in- 
spire or breathe into men, women 
and children and the men, women 
and children thus inspired can write 
books. The book may all be the re- 
sult of more or less inspiration, but 
the hooks themselves can by no 
means be inspired.” 


INSPIRATION OF CHILDREN, 


When asked about the inspiration 
of children, Mr. Hull remarked: 

“Let us refer to the case of the 
child Samuel and to that little girl 
Joan of Arc, who as an inspired child, 
as a soldier, as a general, saved 
France after all her statesmen, dip- 
lomats and generals had failed. 
Victor Hugo, that grand old Spirit- 
ualist, said of that girl: ‘She was 
the only person in the world who 
ever had absolute control of a na- 
tion's army at the age of eighteen 
years, and the only general who 
never made a mistake.’ I am the 
author of over thirty books, three 
of which have over 500 pages each, 
others are smaller. My wife, Mrs, 
Mattie E. Hull, has written two 

' volumes of poems and a song book, 
which has a circulation of over 
thirty thousand among the’ Spirit- 
ualists.”’ 

Mr, Hull announced that his wife 
would speak here the latter part of 
the month and that he would return 
later from a trip that he now 
contemplates, so that they might 
conduct two meetings together in 
tne ty :

He 
has great psychological power in his 
higher nature, but in his lower na- 
ture he is more sensitive to outside 
control, vet, would constantly chafe 
in any capacity in which he was 
conscious of restraint. He breathes 
in every fiber of his system the forc- 
es of absolute freedom, and is truly 
a typical American. He is inquisitive 
and this would incline him to follow 
a leadership, in an ambition to 
master the art of leading. His sci- 
entific qualities are very active and 
in this department he possesses great 
power to please. He will never be 
an accumulator of wealth, because 
he has too much energy and perse- 
verance in other lines: His fortune 
lies in the fact that his soul and an- 
imal natures work in harmony, and 
these warrant him high standing 
among men and worldly means 
therefrom, He is a strong martial 
character, so strong that his weak- 
ness is his sympathy in martial mat- 
ters which causes indigestion natur- 
ally and this unconsciously drives 
him to exercise as a means of relief. 
His love nature is extreme—a sort 
of passionate ideality—and rather 
inclined to look for angels, where 
only mortals are. His intellectualit 
is of the strongest type, in his hold- 
ing a “gs ideal of love life, possibly 
beyond his realization. In a casual 
glance at the eventualities of life, I 
see nothing to cause any fear of his 
being assassinated. He is more liable 
to be seandalized to death, yet, one 
thing is evident, and that is, that 
those who scandalize him in secret 
fear him. In official capacity he has 
great staying yaalisies 2 epite of 
his apparent self-reliavice, he is large- 
ly dependent upon the forces back of 
him, and if he does not make an ad- 
mirable president, the fault will be 
the people’s. 


Methodism and Spiitualism---Their 
Origin and Relation. 


Methodism originated in a time of 
need and was an inspiration. Its 
founder, John Wesley, was a Spirit- 
ualist and a medium, and regarded 
the return of the dead as one of the 
greatest proofs of a future life, and 
an indispensible weapon against in- 
fidelity. Any intelligent student of 
the history of Methodism, and par- 
ticularly of the life of its founder, 
must realize that behind it all there 
was a directive intelligence, beyond 
the visible agents that executed the 
great works of reform, so needful 
at that time. Christians are in the 
habit of attributing all to God, and 
we need not quarrel with that idea; 
since God is assumed to be the auth- 
or and ruler of all things, the maker 
of our destiny, But “God works by 
means” is commonly held and 
taught by devout believers. In the 
same sense it may be said that God 
is the inspiration of all human virt- 
ues and achievements. 

But this does not rob us of our 
individuality, or the rewards for 
good conduct. If God directed Wes- 
ley, he used human agents from the 
world unseen, to reach and: inspire 
him. Human Spirits were directly 
active in his affairs, and he had pos- 
itive demonstrations of the fact, and 
he thoroughly believed in the power 
of spirits to appear to men in the 
flesh and influence their lives. He 
was, therefore, émphatically a Spirit- 
ualist. 

John Murray, the founder of Uni- 
versalism, was also moved and 
guided by unseen agents and, real- 
ized the fact. John Fox, the father 
of the original mediums by whose 
agency modern Spiritualism was in- 
troduced to the world was a mem- 
ber of the Methodist church, as was 
his good, honest companion, and 
the strange noises were a great mys- 
tery and a sore trial to them,

The attitude 
of the church toward Modern Spirit- 
ualism, has been one of the most 
amazing specimens of inconsistency 
and suicidal folly that appears in 
the religious history of the world;

could not be met by the cold, spirit- 
less efforts of the church, with noth- 
ing but faith and fiction upon which 
rest their hopes pr predicate an ar- 
gument. 

But we may remember that Jesus 
“Came to his own and his own re- 
ceived him not.” Spiritualism came 
to the church, in the church, and 
the church received it not, but 
spurned and ridiculed its mediums, 
as they did Christ of Nazareth, the 
Prince of Mediums, In the past 53 
years many thousands of skeptics, 
infidels and scientific materialists 
have found evidence of immortality 
in Spiritualism that the church could 
not give, and stil] they come.

A age of all Lanie e of Am- 
erican life especially, is the exagger- 
ation of its eal side. There is no 
time given to restful thought, no 
chance for the brain or the soul to 
get away to study itself and its 
possibilities. The business man strug- 
gles all day with others. He chats 
and gossips in the evening with his 
family or friends. Even in his dreams 
business schemes and business ac- 
quaintances accompany him. Men 
and women should give themselves 
and their children the benefit of a 
certain amount of isolation. A body 
tightly bound with cords could not 
develop muscular strength. Anda 
brain surrounded on all sides at all 
times with chattering minds all run- 
ning in grooves has no possible 
chance for development. 

It is a fact that many children and 
men develop into mere characterless“ 
machines for lack of the few neces- 
sary hours of thinking, of self-study 
and isolated concentration of the 
mind. See how public institutions 
turn out poor, characterless crea- 
tures by the thousands. 

When Burns, the poet, was a poor 
man, solitary because he had no 
friends to spoil his solitude, he wrote 
marvelous poetry. When Burns was 
called a great poet, and spent his 
time in lounging about the rooms 
of fashionable women, he stopped 
writing his good poetry and wrote 
the trashiest kind of stuff. He was 
having fun, feeding his body and 
his vanity, but starving his genius, 
which could develop fully in solitude.

FAKE PHENOMENAL REPORTS. 


We have had our attention called quite 


forcibly to the danger of taking reports 
of phenomenal happenings from the secu- 
lar press and publishing them in our 


papers. 
A most remarkable series of phenomena 


was ri by the Cincinnati Enquirer. 
This | - has always borne a good 


reputation, but the wonderful nature of 
the phenomena presented made us sus- 
picions of it, Although names, dates, 
incidents and all connected with the 
report was so decided that it hardly 
seemed possible that the article was not 
genuine, we could not bring ourselves to 
accept it and decided to write to the 
editor of a paper in that city, enclosing 
the clipping. 

_As the city only had 4,612 population 
such a remarkable event would be well 
known there, especially as a prominent 
German physician and scientist was 


Accordingly we sent the following let- 
ter: “Enclosed we hand you a clipping 
from the Cincinnati Enguirer regarding 
what, if true, is a most remarkable thing. 
As such things are frequently dreams of 
some reporter in the office of the paper 
where it originates, we take the liberty 
of asking you if there is any foundation 
for the statement. Does such a family 
live in your city?” 

To this the following reply was receiv- 
ed: “A fake, pure and simple.” 

Several years ago while the writer was 
in Fort Worth, Texas, we received a 
copy of a’Spiritualist paper with a won- 
derful ghost story in it. The location of 
the alleged phenomenal event was a 
bridge near Fort Worth, the exact loca- 
tion of which was given. 

Here, according to the account, which 
it was claimed was vouched for by 
“prominent citizens” whose names were 
given, a ghost on horseback appeared 
each night at a certain hour, went across 
the bridge and disappeared into thin 
vapor. ‘Hundreds of people visited the 
scene and witnessed the occurrence.” 

We investigated the report as we have 
always been anxious to corral a real live 
ghost of this kind. We found that the 
report was all true— EXCEPT that 
there was no such bridge, no crowds 
went out there, there had never been a 
ghost and no one in Fort Worth had 
even heard of the incident. 

On one oceasion the Chicago Tribune 
published a remarkable report of phe- 
nomena. We do not remember the exact 
details, but it was given so clearly that 
there seemed no question about it. 
Names, dates, locations, even an affidavit 
accompanied it. It created quite a sen- 
sation. After a couple of weeks the pub- 
lishers ^f the paper came out with the 
statement that the story was fabricated 
by one of their reporters, right in the 

“office, to act as a “filler” with no idea 
of creating such a sensation. 

These incidents call attention to the 
necessity for caution on the part of 
Spiritualists. We cannot afford to be- 
come the laughing stock by endorsing 
such articles and they should be thoroagh- 
ly investigated before giving credence to 
them.
